SHERMAN ON SILA'KU. 


He 1» Very Much Opposed to Its 


Free Coinage. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.— lu the eenate 


the calendar was laid ftflide at 2 o'clock 
and the bill to provide for the free coin- 
ago of uold and silver was taken up. 


There were then about a dozen sena- 


tors on each side of the chamber. Shei- 
maa had been in hid seat for the preced- 
ing half hour wailing for the bill to be 
taken up. Teller and Stewart were ftlflo 
present and in frequent consultation. 


Sherman prefaced his epeech on tho 


silver bill bv eaying thut he did not re- 
gard it as a" partisan measure or a po* 
litical measure on which tho parties were 
likely to divide. It was largely a local 
measure. No question was to be com- 
pared to H in importance and its PlTecta 
on the business interests of the country. 


He went on to defend the financial 


action ot the Republican party and hu 
own part in it. He said that national 
banks would eoon pasa away, not be- 
came they were not tho heat banks in 
the world, but because United States 
bonds on which they rested would be 
paid oQ. He insisted that the system 
fully jnetiGed itself. Ho said the die- 
continuation of the coinage of the eilver 
dollar in 1873 and the substitution of the 
trade dollar was done npon the repre- 
sentation of California and other silver 
states who wanted to transport silver to 
China. The suspension of silver coinage 
by the latin union and an increaao in 
production bad Riven firent blows to sil- 
ver* It was not HUB that he was nn- 
friendlv to silver. Ho then went on to 
denounce the bill under consideration as 
wrong in principle, in detail aud in every 
respect a frand on the auditor. The 
very threat of the free coinage of silver, 
he said, ia doing more than anything elsft 
to disturb the business interests of tho 
country.

"A PACKER WITH A CONSCIENCE" 


IS SCOBED. 


His Oiler of Three Cents & Pound as 


a Starter Is Denounced 


as an Insult. 


EDITOB RHPUJJUCAN.— & correspondent 


of your paper who signs himself "A 
Packer With a Conscience," after de- 
nouncing in tbe most vigorous terms tbe 
proposition of tbe packera to pack on 
commiesion, ends with the inspiring 
offer of 3 cents per pound as a Btarter. 
Three ceota aa a starter ! 


But the remembrance of all growers is 


that last year with 5 cents as a stazter 
raisins were selling before the eeason 
was over at !>£ cents per pound, and 
they very naturally wiah to know what 
the end will be tbis year with 3 cents for 
a start. 


The history of the raisin industry does 


not warrant the hope that the price of 
raisins will advance with the advance of 
the season. If a fair price cannot be 
commanded for early raieiiiB the indus- 
try ie doomed, in offer of 3 cents IB an 
insult to tbo grower, which makes him 
query whether your correspondent is a 
packer with a conscience. 


Tbe present writer ia sufficiently ac- 


quainted with tbe coat of packing rei- 
aine to know that ihe offer of the packers 


a fair one, and thai the price charged 
not unreasonable. lie is farther fully 


conviuced that with concert of action 
between growers and packers a fair price 
will be realized this year for raising. 
What the growers should do- is to joiii 
some one of tbe established organizations 
to handle raisins, avail themselves of the 
experience and ability and facilities 
which they poeseee to secure Rood re- 
sults and not fall a victim to those who 
wish to be scalpers on the market. The 
regular packers have each an established 
brand and approved agents, and bavins 
shown themselves competent and 
effi- 


cient thev are not likely to disappoint 
the hopes of the prow ore, who truet their 
raistne in their care. It ie the jadgment 
of the writer that each firm will do its 
level best to secure the very beet results. 
The cost of packing by the prices which 
they charge is not above what has been 
the average coet of packing:. 


There is no purpose to defraud or to 


take advantage o! the growers, but a 
straight buaineea proposition iu which 
for compensation an equivalent is rert- 
derfid, and there is the hope that if the 
growers accept the offer aud the move ig 
made general e minimum price will be 
established which will insure a good 
price to the grower in the sweat bor. 


We do not know who this packer with 


a conscience IB, but wo foar he has a per- 
sonal motive, hidden behind bis zeal for 
tbe grower, and that the earn of it are 
made visible when be offers 3 cents for 
a starter.

English naturalist. Professor Stirling, 
there are in: existence today upward of1 
fifty species of fishes having more or less 
specialized organs, the function of which 
ia tbo generation of electric dischargeo. 
The fishes differ widely, sometimes • 
strikingly, from ench other, belonging 
mostly to different families, and oc- 
casionally even to different orders of the- 
"Pisces." In structure they closely re- 
semble the other species of* the genera?

ception, nminly in the possession of or- 
gans for electric generation. 


Tbe well known "electric rays," for

Attorney Short for the defence then 


made a motion for non-suit and that the 
court instruct the jury to acquit the de- 
fendant. The main groond on which the 
motion was made was that though tho 
agreement between Beevera and Lou 
Jacobs was enliirient to establish a civil 
marriage, yet iti a criminal case ao 
actual and net » constructive marriage 
mnat he proved. Ihe supreme court 
had decided thus in other cases. 


Beeverb* counsel alao made the novel 


point tbat at the time tbe marriage by 
contract was allowed to have taken place 
between them, Mies Jacobs waa under 
the age of 15, and was, from that fact, 
incompetent to enter into a contract ol 
Humane, or any other contract. That 
IB to §ay, that Beevera and Miaa Jacobs 
were not married, although they thought 
they were, and had lived together as 
man and wife two years under ibat sup- 
posed contract.

Beevera could disregard the contraU 
whenever he pleaeed. 


Assistant District Attorney Welsh op- 


pOBeti tbe motion, BiatinE that while th« 
question raised, by Attorney Short was a 
new one- in this state, it had bacn decided 
in other slatta. au 1 he cited, in particu- 
lar, ft decision in Alabama very similar 
to this one.

Bat if ehe continued to observe the con- 
tract after she had retched the age of 15, 
this made it binding on bar and nothing 
bnt a divorce in a divorce cjurt would 
annul it.

contract had been made before Lou 
Jacobs waa 15, bat that ate had con- 
sented to that contract after she waa 15, 
and had continued to live with Beevers 
u his wi'e.

In the first place the batteries used m 


this system are only 20.1 (i volts power, 
instead of 40 as repreeented by the Tri- 
angle appointees. In tho next place the 
ay item was in perfect workiopr order 
when it wwrtarned over to Mr. Walton. 
So far as the batteries are concerned the 
messenger boy of a telegraph company 
is as competent to fill tbeiu as anyone 
else. It ia not necessary that the jare 
should he Bcrnbbed and cleaneJ or gold 
plated, or bedecked wiih satin ribbons. 
All that IB required ia to keep them 
tilled. 


About 5S alarms were turned in last 


year through bells and boxeo and about 
71 the year-before,three-fourths of which 
alarms for both yeara having
